"If industry can limit production, 
so can agriculture”, he .said. 
“While the supply of farm pro­ 
ducts has been 
Increasing ”, 
he 
printed out, the demand has bean 
decreasing, this creating a surplus 
that keeps the prices down. 
Our 
foreign markets almost disappeared 
after the World war; automobiles, 
trucks and tractors have so reduced 
the demand for horses and 
mules 
that :f 1.000,COO acres of 
land 
pre­ 
viously used to grow feed for them 
have gone out of cultivation.” 
Can't Accuse Farmers 
There are those who 
wish 
to 
rnticiae the farmer for wishing 
to 
iimi 
production when the supply 
f' * ds the demand.” he continued 
They say he is practicing an econ­ 
omy .scarcity . 
The farmers, how­ 
ever, can hardly be accased of the 
pr.irtice of scarcity in view of the 
fact that last y ear their produc­ 
tion of the five leading crops was 
ix per cent greater than « vev be­ 
fore in the history of the United 
¿fates, and if 
ordinary 
weather 
nfimie*. 
they 
ran

7w» nvped by a wasteful over-pro- 
diction this' y ear.” 
The grange leader pointed out 
tt-at although faim production is 
ip, non-farm production 
is 
less 
than a y ear ago. 
"We cannot ex­ 
po't the factory to continue to op- 
nite at a lass when the demand! 
for ;v product falls off. Neither can 
we expect the farmer to operate at 
a loss. It would seem that agricul­ 
ture must *limit production as long 
is industry continues to do so. 
We shall have the ideal situa­ 
tion when every one is 
producing 
more and more for less and 
less. 
b u t the farmer alone cannot be ex­ 
acted to do this. 
He has been 
following this practice for y ears,” 
Fichter said.

About 30 per cent of the china- 
ware sold in the

States 
comes from Japan, the potters said, 
and if the federal treasury "prop­ 
erly , enforced the law 
determing 
the value of goods” the Japanese 
imports would be greatly reduced 
because duties would be enhanced 
12-fold.

Then the loose skin flap was sew­ 
ed in place on the nose stump and 
the forearm wa* bound to the pa­ 
tient’s head.

mainder of the arm skin wa* cut 
away and the lower part of a nose, 
with waxed quills for nostrils, was 
fashioned. 
Other Secret I,ost 
The operation was not always a 
great success. While Antonio Branca 
was still going strong, in 1497, Al­ 
exander Benedict as wrote: 
“But this artificial nose endure* 
with difficulty a hard winter and 
when first put on It is very nec­ 
essary to guard against having it 
pulled off.” 
The diemaker caste in India Is 
believed to have developed superior 
technique 2,000 year* ago. Over a 
period of many centuries, its sur­ 
geons were able to graft not only 
living skin but even

The p lan has been drawn up by 
the Hundred New Towns Associa­ 
tion, and is being backed by Lord 
Esher, Admiral Sir William Good- 
enough, Sir Edwin Lutyens, famous 
architect, and
